NOTE.— The figures in this report are provisional. The number of births shown 
for each of the years 1943, 1944 and 1945 is exclusive of the number of late 
registrations—births registered on the authority of the Registrar General. 
Deaths have been assigned so far as possible to the area of residence, and 
those of non-residents of Eire have been excluded. 





MARCH QUARTER, 1945. 


MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 3,658, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4:9 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0:8 below that for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1944. 

Of the total marriages, 3,494 (or 5-0 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church. The remainder (164) is equivalent to 3:3 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic, 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 16,086, of which 8,269 
were of males and 7,817 of females, 
The number represents a rate of 21-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 1-2 below 
the rate for the first quarter of 1944. 
The total includes 693 illegitimate births, equivalent to 4-3 per cent. of the total births 
recorded, 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 13,762; of this number 7,275 
were of males, and 6,487 of females. 

The equivalent annual rate was 18-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 1-7 
below the rate for the first quarter of the preceding year. 

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery, smallpox, measles, typhus and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years)—represented an annual rate of 0-5 per 1,000, being 0-2 below 
that for the first quarter of 1944. 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of last year the deaths from these 
diseases show an increase in the case of typhoid fever of 3. On the other hand deaths from 
scarlet fever have decreased by one, whooping cough by 27, diphtheria by 19, measles by 41, 
and diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) by 82. 


The deaths from diarrhoca and enteritis (under 2 years) numbered 205, including 95 for 
the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 136, which is 377 less than that 
for the first quarter of 1944. 


Tuberculous Disease.—Deaths from this disease numbered 968, including 718 from 
pulmonary tuberculosis and 250 from other forms of tuberculous disease. The figures for the 
first quarter of 1944 were 1,094,.852 and 242 respectively. The rate for all forms of this 
disease for the first quarter of 1945 was 1-3 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 
1-0 and all other forms 0-3, the respective rates for the first quarter of the preceding year 
were 1-5, 1-2 and 0-3. 


Cancer.—-Deaths from cancer numbered 966, being equivalent to a rate of 1-3 per 1,000 
of the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1944 the number was 1,056 and the rate 1-4. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 2-4 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-4 for puerperal infection, and 2-0 for other puerperal causes, 
as compared with 1-9, 0-5 and 1-4 for the first quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 89 and that for the March quarter of 1944 was 101. 


Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1945 the population will be 
2,988,000 (1,508,000 males and 1,480,000 females). ‘This estimate, based on the population 
according to the Register of I Population, 1948, the number of births ‘and deaths registered, and 
the passenger moy ement (including emigration and immigration), is provisional,

MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 4,628, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 6-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0-6 above that for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1044. 

Of the total marriages, 4,390 (or 6-3 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance w 7 the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church. The remainder (238) is equivalent to 4:8 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic, 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 17,892, of which 9,166 
were of males and 8,726 of females, 
The number represents a rate of 24-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-4 above 
the rate for the second quarter of 1944. 
The total includes 720 illegitimate births, equivalent to 4.0 per cent. of the total births 
recorded, 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 10,751; of this number 5,569 
were of males, and 5,182 of females. 

ibe equivalent annual rate was 14-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0- 7 
below the rate for the second quarter of the preceding year. 

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, il Saee e dysentery, smallpox, measles, typhus and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years) an annual rate of 0-4 per 1,000, being 0-2 below 
that for the second quarter of 1944. 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of last year the deaths from these 
diseases show decreases in the case of typhoid tever of 10, scarlet fever of 2, whooping cough of 
21, diphtheria of 8, and measles of 43.

The deaths from diarrhaa and enteritis (under 2 years) numbered 204, including 97 for 
the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 77, which is 75 less than that 
for the second quarter of 1944. 


Tuberculous Disease.—Deaths from this disease numbered 1,075, including 801 from 
pulmonary tuberculosis and 274 from other forms of tuberculous disease. The figures for the 
second quarter of 1944 were 1,151, 871 and 280 respectively. The rate for all forms of this 
disease for the second quarter of 1945 was 1-5 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 
1-1 and all other forms 0-4, the respective rates for the second quarter of the preceding year 
were 1-6, 1-2 and 0:4. 


Cancer.—Deaths from cancer numbered $38, being equivalent to a rate of 1-3 per 1,000 
of the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1944 the number was 917 and the rate 1-2. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 2-2 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-4 for puerperal infection, and 1-8 for other aereeeal causes, 
as compared with 1-7, 0-1 and 1-6 for the second quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births, 
registered) was 59 and that for the June quarter of 1944 was 70. 


Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1945 the population was: 
2,283,000 (1,506,000 males and 1,477,000 females). ‘This estimate, based on the population)

MARRIAGES, 


The niattiages registered during the year numbered 17 ,285, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 5-8 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0-1 above that for the year 1944. 

Of the total marriages, 16,395 (or 5-9 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church. The remainder (890) is equivalent to 4:5 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. : : | 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the year amounted to 66,521, of which 34,209 
were of males and 32,312 of females. 


This number represents a rate of 22-3 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-1 
above the rate for the year 1944. 


The total includes 2,590 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3-9 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the year was 42,823 ; of this number 22,341 were 
of males, and 20,482 of females. 


The equivalent annual rate was 14:4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-9 
below the rate for the preceding year. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.Deaths from these diseases-——-comprising typhoid fever, 
typhus, smallpox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years of age)—represented an annual rate of 0-5 per 1,000, which was 
0:1 below the rate for the year 1944. 





When compared with the corresponding figures for last year deaths from typhoid fever 
decreased by 26, scarlet fever by 8, whooping cough by 97, diphtheria by 64, measles by 102, 
and diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) by 26. On the other hand, deaths from dysentery 
have increased by 6. 


The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years of age) numbered 1,062, including 
(657 for the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 304, which was 508 less than 
that for the year 1944. 


Tuberculous Disease.-~Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 3,609, 
comprising 2,720 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 889 from other forms of tuberculous 
disease.
